WRECKS ON RAILROADS. 


HOW TO HANDLE AN ACCIDENT TO 
A LOCOMOTIVE. 


A Decidedly Interesting Operation—The 
Wreek Frain is Always on the Look-out 
—lts Wethods Not Commonly Known. 

Said a Grand Trunk railroad engineer 
the other day: ‘‘In railroad life many in- 
cidente are accidents. When aman is hurt 
on 4 railroad we know pretty well what ig 
done to the sufferer, All of us understand 
more or less thoroughly how bones are 
eet and cuts are sewed up. But unless we 
are railroad men we have no very clear idea 

32 to the method of operating on a wrecked 

train, And few of us know what a ‘dead 

engine’ is, although we may easily guess. 

It is an interesting sight to see a wreck 

handled by experienced men, especially 

if you are anything of a practical man your- 
self. But you do not often have the chance 
and probably a flecting glimpse from tke 
window of a moving car is all you ever get. 

So I will tell you what I know about clear- 

ing up wrecks, not too particularly, but 

giving youthe most interesting features. 

The wreck train is the train thaf carries 

the men and wrecking appliances to the 

wreck. A good, strong engine witha tank 
holding plenty of water is needed, for it 
cannot be spared ata critical moment to 
run some distance to get its drink, thereby 
losing much valuabie time, The derrick

“«\Whenever @ wreck is reported, there is 
a greatrush, The conductor gets his train 
oriers and they make for the scene of dis- 


aster as rapidly as possible. Pretty soon 


they get close to the wreck, but are stopped 
by the danger signal at a block station. 
The train despatcher gives the conductor 
more orders, so that he can work his train 
about the wreck, and they goon, fuming 
over the slight, but necessary delay. The 
wreck once reached the powers that be 
make acareful but hurried survey of the 
situation, A plan of attack is mapped out 
and then active work begins. Some of the 
cars may have only a truck derailed, which 
remains on the cross ties.

A DELICATE SURGICAL OPERATION 


A Young Athlete Whose Kidney Was Rr 
moved by the Surgeen’s Knife—A Rar 
and Remarkable Case. 

A young man, a graduate of Williams 
college, has successfully borne the operatior 
known toscience as nephrotomy, or excisior 
of the kidney, at the New York hospita!. 
It is the first time in the history of th 
institution that such an operation has been 
successfully performed. He was an athlete. 
was never known to be ill, and was noted 
for his strength and endurance. His age 
is about twenty-six years. 

The disease which finally brought him to 
the dissecting table is suppurated inflam- 
mation of the kidney, technicaliy pyeione- 
phritis. To understand the nature of the 
operation, it is necessary to state that 
hardly 


ONE IS A THOUSAND 
successfully withstands the shock cf the 
operation. Statistics also show that for 
causes other than pyelonephritis requiring 
the removal of the right or the ieft kidney, 
only one in every two recover. The caae 
of this young graduate was @ hard one, His 
illness was eudden and at the beginning 
the best of physicians who attended him 
could not accurately diagnose it. His rapic 
decline was alarming and remarkable. 
Within seven days he was at the edge o! 
the grave. Then it wae that a better 
diagnosis was made and the trouble located 
in theright kidney. His only chance of 
life was an operation. He was removed to 
the New York hospital. Dr. Robert F 
Weir was the surgeon who operated, The 
preparatory treatment required two days, 
but the patient lived through them, being 
brought te the table, however, with very 
little vitality. 

Dr. Weir began with an incision six 
inches in length in the right loin, This 
was carefully followed by a gradual work- 
ing through the posterior abdominal wali. 
The depth of the organ readered manipula- 
tion most difticul. Slowly, but surely, 
however, Dr. Weir, aided by three assist- 
ants, 


CUT THE DISEASED ORGAN AWAY 


from its surrounding tissuea. The crisi 
came when the renal artery and vein had 
to be severed, and directly afterward 
vroperly closed with ligatures. Here the 
greatest skill and the most delicate touches 
had to be exerciaed, and the surgeon was 
equal to the emergency. At the expiration 
ot about three-quarters of an hour the right 
kidney was safely removed, the arteries 
and veins successfully ligatured, and the 
many wounds made by the kaife were 
quickly dressed, 

When the young man recovered from 
the anwsthetics it was seen that he was 
hanging on to life bythe merest threads 
For twenty-four hours stimulants were 
continuously applied. He was blessed
